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eF LETTER ſent from Syrranam to 
his Excellency, the Lord Wil- 


loughby of Parham, cc. at the 
Barbados. 


My Lord, 

Hat Report which I heard in the Land of my Nativity, 
from all thac I converſed withal that had travelled 
theſe Parts, of that worthy perſon, whom your Lord- 
ſhip hath lacely honoured wi:h the Title and Power of 

your Lieutenant General of this Continent of Gu1meh, was the 
o1eat Motive, next the Glory of God, and the good of Souls, of 
my fir{t intended Voyage unto this Place : And new being expeti- 
m-ntally ſenhible of Fames truth in this particular, I cannot but 
wW- hihankfulneſs of heart humbly acknowledge it to your Lord- 
ſhip, and mult in che faithfulneſs of my ſoul, ſay as once it was 
ſaid after the like lorg voyage (in an other cale, yet little differ- 
ing ) by thai Queen of Shebah, concerning the Wiidom & Magni- 
ficence of King Solomon, 1 Kings 10.that the half was not told me : 
for I have he:n not only made partaker of the Benzfis that all pet» 
ſons under his charge do injoy (the which are no mean ones) coge- 
ther with the due adminiſtracion of Ju{tice without reſpect of per- 
ſons, but alſo of many ſignal Favours, by your Lorcthips recom- 
mendations, procured ; the which I mult allo hereby chankfully 
acknowledge. 

And as tor the freedom of our Liberties-in the ſervice of our 
God, according to what was promiſed by your Lordthip, and alſo 
by the AR of the Council of this Colony, manitelted, we do 


freely enjoy : the which, for mine own part (God afliſting) ſha'l 
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not in the leaſt be abuſed ; but as in the Land of my Nativiey, 
ſo hear I ſhall fervently pray for, and earneſtly endeavour the tem. 
poral preſervation and eternal well-being both of the King, and 
all that are ſent by him for the puniſhment of evil doers, and for 
the praiſe of thcm chat d- well ; and ſhall not ia the leatt endea- 
vout eicher by word or ation, direRtly or indirectly, to alienate 
the hearts of any of his ſubjects, either from him,or any that are 
ſet upor-ſent by him, though both he and v5 rw perſecute or 
diſpitefully aſe us ; but thall (God atliting) both pray for them, 
and according to the rule of holy Scripture, preach up all diriful 
obedience, both co Government aud Governours, in all civil 


things: andif at any time either he,or you,thall force us to wor- 


ſhip in the way, that either he,or you, do,or ſhall worſhip in,ſball 
(by the atſiltance of the Almighty) reſolve to ſufter under you, 
and not in the leaſt reſiſt you my telf, nor endeavour it by others, 
but {ball preſs to a peaceable life and a holy converſation, the 
which in all probability may be hoped (by the bleſſing of God) to 
conduce much to the reforming of many of myCountry-men here, 


'who call themſelves Chriſtians, yet by their debauched Atheiſti- 


cal Actions, evidence themſelves more brutich by far, than the. 
very Heathens themſelves, to the ſhame and ftink of Chriſtianity 
amongſt them ; the which, by the civil party here reſiding, is 
oreatly hoped will, by your Lordſhips wiſdom and care, now ſud- 
dainly be remedied, although the conſtitution of the Colony, 
could not hitherto well brook a Reformation, 

And now, My Lord, ſpeaking of a Reformation, I muſt inthe 
faithfulneſs of my ſoul, diſcharge my conſcience to you,in letting 
you know that there is a ptize now put into your hands; the which 
x it be not uſed to the advancement of his Glory that hath advan- 
ced you to this bigher ſep of honour ; 1t will ac the laſt prove that, 
which will but the more aggravate your greater miſery, when you 
mult appear before the great Tribunal, there to give an account 
to that Ning cf Rings, and Lord of Lords, that righteous Judge, 
who will give to every man according to his Works: And that 
then you may give up your account with Joy, and not with trem- 


bling, let me beg you in Gods fear, ſo to let upon the work of a 
1hcunReformation,not only here,but alſo in all places where you 
:3v2 16 do, that men may tremble to blaſpheme that holy Name 
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of him, who ſo loved the world, that he gave his only Son to dye 
for them. : | 

My Lord,in the next place, I muſt beg you not to take theſe lines 
from me at the worſt hand, as that I think your Lordſhip either 
ſhort of your duty, or backward to ſo good and Chriſtian a work, 
or that I ſhould preſume to moddle a frame of Government ; the 
which the ſearcher of all hearts knows is the leaſt of my thoughts : 
but ſeeing in theſe parts, by the rude rabble, drunkenneſs and ſo - 
much debauchery ; and heating, to the great trouble of my ſoul, 
ſo many bitter Oaths, horrid Execrations, and laſcivious Abomi- 
n..tions, I cannot but bear my faithful reſtymony againk them, and 
alſo earneſtly defire and endeavour a ſuppretſion of them ;not that 
I feat the violence of the perſons ſo ating, although I have, hnce 
I came hither, had a ſufficient ſhare of them ; for I have,through 
mercy, talted ſo much of the providence of the Almighty in the 
Land of my Nativity, in the midſt of my ſufferings, that I knov 
that not a hair from my head ſhall periſh without his provi- 
dence, . 
. Neither did I acquaint your faithful Lieutenant therewith, tht 
I either feared theit force, ox in the leaſt deſired their punith- 
ment, as he himſelf can bear me witneſs, for it is contrary to-our 
principles ſo to a& ; but being invited hither by an Act of the 
Council of th: Colony, and having obtained (by the good han4 
of God upon me) a free paſs from the King and his Council, not 
only for my ſelf and mine, but alſo for fix families more, to tranſ- 
. Portour ſelves into this Place ; and only my ſelf,and mine, and 
one of the ſaia families more, venturing over, the reſt with ſeve- 
ral ethers, do eameſily deſire a faithful Account from me, not on- 
ly of the place, bur alſo of our entertainment here, as to our Li- 
berties,and having a verb1l aſſurance thereof from your Excellen- 
cies Deputy, and another perion of Quality and Eminency here. 
Yet notwith(tanding, meeting with ſome groſs incivilities, eſ(- 
pecially by rwo debauched perſgns-m the heighth of their drunk- 
enneſs ; I thought good to acquaint the ſaid perſons therewith, 
and the rather, becauſe it was told us by leveral in England, that 
the ſaid Invitations, and alto your Lordſhips Promites, and the 
Kings Indulgence for tender Conſciences in theie parts granted, 
were but as ſa many Decoyes to inveagle us, and to make us a 


prey; 
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prey : but your Lieuterants readineſs, and his eogor —_ in 


examining, azdal.vin intending io punith che {aid abuics, hath 
eiven me to ainfle a tarisf1Rion of the veri'y thereof, as ha L 
am confirmed in my Judgement of the re-li.y of ih.m, and can 
now w1.h a hetter conndence g1\e a berter ceftimony ot +he vericy 
thereof 10 thole that have dehired ic: and as for the taiu Offenders, 
as | had given infoimation of ch.£1r abuts, to 1 was fain to beg 
off their punithmen;s. 

And now my Lord, after this long diſcourſe, ſo ſoon as T have 
given your Loraſhip to underſtand, thar I and mine like well che 
Country and Climate, and that no:wirhRanding we have nut 
plenty of chat which former[y we have enjoyed, of Engliſh food 
of all ſorts, yet I bleis God, for meat and drink, we fare as well 
with the Countreys proviſtons now in our old age, a8 ever we did 
in our youthful dayes, and do not in the lealt lult after them, nor 
much deſire them. And as for our young ones, my Son and 
Daughter, chey are fully as well {acisfied as we in every particular, 

And now wichouc mulriplying more lines, I ſhall Th thefaith- 
Mlneis of my hearr, humbly cake my leave, praying for your ſafe 
and ſpeedy paſlage tous; and in the mean time, tor a ſafe 1c» 
turn of your taichful Lieutenant amongſt us agun ; rill which, 
his cemporal joy will in a great meaſure be eclipted,who mult tube 


ſcride himſelf,

Wich g-eat expectation hope 1n time may produce good effeRs in 
that poox and ſad Colony of Syrraram: I. do- pray to God to 
Rrengthen you in thote your r:ſolutions for the good of the peo- 
ple of that poar place : 1 know your deſcretion mill cell you that 
Reformation is not uſually wrovght of a ſuddain in ſuch people, 
but that endeavours are to be uſed by degrees to draw hem to bet. 
ter carriages. 1I coJd be glad to hear more of your ſober friends 
that you mention were coming to you ; and am very glad to find 
you are to well ſatisfied in my Licucenant General : and do afſuie 
you, and hope you are fully larisfied therein, that nothirg that 
may lye wi:hin tne power of him or my ſelf, for the cffeQ1ng of 
the good Ends I know: you aim at,.ſhall be wancing,as well for the 
confirmation of what ha:h been promiſed, as to the free: liberty 
and enjoyment of. your Con:ciences in the Worſhip of God, and 
Iikewite for the encouragement of your civil peace and comforta- 
ble living ; of which I pray God to increaſe afterwards, and to 
ler your friends know as much from him, who is and will be a Ser- 


vant to you all ; and «eſt, 
Your affured Friend, .
